old brick building at1 528 Public avenue, 
which was built about 1842, and used 
for several years by the Episcopal.

old landmark in whose moss- covered 
shingles and weather-worn bricks much 
of the early history of Beloic is con- 
tained, has been purchased by W. B.

school house but after 
its erection it 


was altered for use as a church.

Mr. Humphrey had gathered about him 
a little.flock of thirty or forty .worship- 
pers and these had their first' church 
home here. 


"The only' survivors of this congrega- 


tion living in Beloit now are Mr. and 
Mrs. N. B. Gaston and Mrs. Dr. Bick- 
nell. Mr. Gaston was then, as he has 
been ever since, one of the pillars of the 
church, and Mrs. Bicknell, then Miss 
Eliza Goodhue, sang in the choir. 


"The church was then little more than 


a missionary station. It .was id 1846 
or 1847, that the church on the west 
side was built and since than the little 
brick church has been used as a dwell- 
ing house. '

in the storm's path escape its fury. It

rthat atmospheric electricity prefers a 
;short route though a poor conductor to 
:a long one through a good conductor. 
:It is in this proved fact that lightning 
;arresters are employed in telegraph of- 
•fiees. The galvanic current follows the 
tgood conductor and inakes no effort for 
:a ground connection, 


"Taking these well known facts as a 


'oasis, I took the ground then and main- 
tain it yet that electricity explained the 
unusual phenomena of the tornado 
cloud coming to the earth In opposition 
.to gravity. 
The whirling motion of 


*he particles of air In the formation of 
;a tornado clpud_ develops the primal 
:form of electricity—functional electric- 
:ity—the charge becoming more and 
:more positive as the whirling motion 
•develops the electrical units, and, In 
obedience to the law governing atmos- 
pheric electricity; the attractive power 
of the earth draws the storm cloud to 
-the surface.

A REAL PATTY CAKE. 


.* f« the Special I>cllclit of a Juvenile 


'Nothing delights a-child more than 


a patty cake. During the June days, 
when the.little ones are going out on 
picnics, to the park and to out-of-town 
places, cake of some sort always enters 
into their luncheons, and the child who 
has a number of patty cakes in 'her 
basket is happy. Here is a receipt for 
patty cakes which are both plain aud 
good: 
Cream together one 'cupful of 


butter, two cupfuls of sugar and one 
egg; grate in a saltspoo'nful of nutmeg; 
wheix these ^ngredients are properly 
blende'd, add three-fourths of a cup of 
milk; sift two cupfuls of flour In a 
bowl; add-to It. two heaping spoonfuls 
of baking powder; stir .the powder well 
through the flour., and then add it to 
the other Ingredients and stir until the 
*nixtiire Is as smooth as cream. But- 
ter a patty pan,-fill it with the cake 
batter, and bake it in a quick oven just 
to teat-It. If it Is aft right, bake the 
other cakes at once. 
If the batter Is 


not stiff enough, add a little more flour. 
Make a light frosting for .these cakes 
by beating the white of an. egg to a 
stiff broth, and stirring la it four ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar. When 
the cakes' are a nice brown remove 
them from the oven and place them on 
a folded napkin; before they are quite 
cold spread the frosting over them 
with a thin bladed knife.

General Opinion in London That the

London, Aug. 9.—Although the re- 


port published here that the Transvaal 
raad has resolved to send Sir Alfred 
Milner a qualified - refusal to accept' a 
joint inquiry as to the franchise law 
is denied, it is the general opinion in 
•well-informed city circles that the 
rumor corresponds with the probabili- 
ties. 
The qualification is thought 


merely to be a polite assurance that 
the raad is ready to consider any sug- 
gestions compatible with its retaining 
complete control of its internal affairs. 


What the next step will be is diffi- 


cult to prophesy with any certainty, 
although the continuance of British 
•warlike preparations points to the con- 
clusion that the government will take 
a firm stand, refusing to allow further 
procrastination on the part of the 
Boers. 


It is reported that several infantry 


regiments have been ordered to pre- 
pare for immediate embarkation for 
South Africa, as a special force, in 
addition to the usual drafts. The ap- 
proaching prorogation of parliament 
leaves the government a free hand, 
and it is generally believed that it will 
take advantage of this fact to deliver 
an ultimatum to the Transvaal gov- 
ernment, backed up by an immediate 
display of force.

The navy department has made pub- 


ilic the report recently received from 
Commander O. C. Todd of the Wil- 
mington relating to the cruise of that 
-vessel up the Amazon. The Wilming- 
ton proceeded 2,300 miles up the river, 
Investigating the topography and nat- 
ural resources of the country; made a 
collection of .animals for the zoological 
park in Washington and obtained a 
series of photographs of the towns 
.along., the river, the natives and the 
.scenery. . . - . . ' . - . 


The valley of the Amazon is an 1m 


mense area- of low lying land, inter- 
spersed with innumerable waterways 
•which, during the rainy season, from 
Hay to December, overflow almost al 
-of the intervening country. The towns 
•of which "there are few of large popu 
.lation, are built on the "higher bluflts 
-along the river. . At certain points 
-where the country is above the average 
vhigh water level there are small plan 
tations where cocoa, grain and vegeta 
Ibles are grown for local consumption 
.Nearly all of the native houses are 
l)uilt upon piles to raise them above 
the flood level. 


This valley, strange as It may seem 


<loes not produce foodstuffs snfficien 
•/for the support of the people. The for 
eign residents of all the large town, 
rely largely on canned goods and othe 
imported foods. 


The climate was found to be oppres- 


. give and humid. The annual range of 
ithe thermometer is from 72 to 02 de- 


. r^rees, and the whole valley is the seat 
•of .tropic malaria, exceedingly danger- 
ous to unacclimated visitors. 


The most important city along the 


•fiver above Para is Manaos, close to 
*he Junction of the Rio Negro and the 
Amazon. This la the seat of govern-

HOME OH THE AMAZON. 


•mcnt of the state of Amazon and has 
» population of between 30,000 and 40,- 
•000. It Is the distributing point for 
the immense trade of the Amazon 
. basin and seems destined to grow In 
commercial importance. 


It is here that the ocean going steam- 


•ers transship 
their cargoes to the 


smaller riveiv:boats, .by which, they .are 
•fllstrlbuted along the Madeira, Purus, 
JTurna, Japara. and .Rio Negro.. The 
town does .an Important trade In rub- 
.ber, cocoa and dyestuffis from the in- 
ierior and Is. looked upon by Com- 
rmauder Todd as an important post for 
•our consular service in view'of the 
opening for American imports. 
:liie difficulty in getting coal suggest- 


•ed that this was a good opening for 
.American enterprise. Pocahontas coal 
ibrings $10 a ton laid down at Manaos. 
Farthur up the river Napo, bej'ond 
Iqultos, it is said there are gold de- 
iposits, which are worked by the na- 


• vtives. 
No one else ever has worked 


-them, , and their extent practically 
••speculative. It is said that there are 
.large deposits of coal on the eastern 
•slope of the Cordilleras, but at pres- 
•ent no-attempt is made to work them. 


Commander Todd says that the only 


product -of improtance In the whole 
-valley of the Amazon is rubber, and 
,the status of this industry is a serious 
'problem. All of the river towns are 
depopulated at certain seasons, when 
the inhabitants go in their canoes to 
--the network of tributary streams to 
-collect the rubber from the wild trees. 
JNo systematic attempt is made at cul- 
tivating the rubber trees, and the 
-methods employed by the Indians kill 
.all the trees operated on each season. 


There is a comforting belief among 


the workers that the supply of rubber 
is inexhaustible and that the trees cov- 
•er .the whole of the Amazon valley. 
'The officers of the Wilmington learned 
•enough on the subject to feel sure 
that there .are no immense forests of 
.rubber trees and that they1 grow singly 
or in small groups close along the 
'banks of the streams. The trees closest 
ito the water are being rapidly destroy- 
ed, and .how .far inland they may be 
•found >no one knows. 


Commander Todd suggests that it 


'would be the part ,of prudence for the 
..•governments of the various states in 
'the Amazon valley to take measures 
.'.for preserving the forests "and culti- 
vating the trees in plantations; in or- 
•clcr to guard against tho serious results 
which would follow a sudden collapse 
of this great industry. 


The animals obtained by the Wil- 


mington for the zoo include a two toed 
sloth, a peccary, three aguatos or small 
ground hogs, a South American tapir, 
a harpy eagle, one coati, one tiger cat, 
a macaw, two death's bead monkeys, 
one night monkey, one howling mon- 
key,, two macaco monkeys and a num- 
ber of parrots. Several of tho animals 
either died or escaped on the trip down 
the river. 'The remainder have been
